commitments, the Missourian waxed in- 
dignant, declaring: 

“Absolutely none. A man would be 
a scoundrel to do that.

Holds Labor Clause Unwise. 


Regarding a labor clause, Wilson 
said he thought the arbitration of dif- 
ferences between the companies and 
the employes was a “managerial func- 
tion.” He felt that it would be un- 
wise to include such a’ clause in the 
agreement. 

Discussing a reduced fare for school 
children, Wilson said he was quite 
willing to see the Public Utilities Com- 
mission, given power to order such a 
fare. But he did not think a pro- 
vision ordering a reduced fare ought 
to go into the merger agreement, 

Wilson was on the witness stand 
throughout the afternoon session. Sit- 
ting alongside of him was William G. 
McAdoo, former Secretary of the 
Treasury and now Wilson's counsel. 
Occasionally McAdoo would whisper a 
suggestion in Wilson's ear. 

While Gilbert was questioning him 
about the $50,000,000 valuation, Wil- 
son recalled that the traction com- 
panies had originally contended that 
their properties were worth %62,000,- 
000. They agreed to the $50,000,000 
valuation, he said, simply for the sake 
of the merger. 


Denies Being Philanthropist. 


Gilbert said he was dubious about 
capitalists who occupied such a phil- 
anthropic position. 

“I am a business man,” said Wil- 
son, “not a philanthropist. This is a 
cold-blooded business proposition. I 
have no reason to be vague. What 
I've tried to do is to reet a public 
demand.” 


Speed Feared by Gilbert. 


Gilbert said that he and many other 
members were afraid of the merger be- 
cause there had been too much rush 
to get it through. And all the “push- 
ing,” he said, had been done by the 
owners of the property. 

After questioning Wilson about his 
ownership of the bus line, the Wash- 
ington Rapid Transit Co., and of the 
plan for selling it to the merged com- 
pany, Gilbert said: 


“Aren't you copping off about a half 
million dollars on this bus line alone?” 

Wilson laughed and declared that the 
question was “perfectly silly.” He then 
explained how he came to aequire the 
bus line. When the North American 
Co. sold it to him, he said, it was with 
the understanding that he was to strive 
for a merger here, and with the fur- 
ther understanding that if the merger 
were consummated within two years he 
would sell the merged company his 
stock in the bus line at cost. 

Hence, he said, he is bound by that 
obligation until next May. After that, 
he said, he would be free to sell his 
stock, and he made it clear that what 
he would ask for it then would be more 
than what he is asking now. 


Disagree on Valuation. 


Gilbert and Wilson could not see as 
one on the question of valuation. Gil- 
bert contended that the value of trac- 
tion stock is declining all the time be- 
cause the number of persons who use 
street cars is declining. Wilson con- 


tended that the saturation point had 
been reached for motor traffic. 

Pointing out that it was cheaper to 
provide mass transportation than it was 
ty provide wider arterial highways for 
motor traffic, Wilson predicted that 
there would be a boom in mass trans- 
portation in the years to come, 

Gilbert praised Wilson for his pre- 
sentation of the case, but later on ob- 
served that the traction magnate had a 
“happy factulty of answering a ques- 
tion without giving any information.’ 

Representative Gibson, who followed 
Gilbert in questioning Wilson, asked 
the latter if he would be willing to have 
the Iriterstate Commerce Commission 
work out the valuation of the local 
traction companies during the sum- 
mer. 

New Plea by Labor. 


Wilson said that he felt that this 
should be done by the local Public 
Utilities Commission, Congress having 
created it for that purpose. 

In response to a question by Repre- 
sentative Combs (Democrat). of Mis- 
sourl, Wilson said that the $50,000,000 
valuation was based on actual property 
value and was by no means an “esti- 
mate.”

$10,000 SHORT OF QUOTA 


Washington's annual United Pales- 
tine Appeal Campaign came to a close 
last night with a banquet in honor of 
Dr. Chaim Weizmann, president of the 
World Zionist Organization. Nearly 500 
contributors to the homeland cause at- 
tended the function, which was held 
at the Washington Hotel. 

Dr. Weizmann, who is in this coun- 
try to stimulate the raising of $7,500,000 
this year for Palestine rehabilitation, 
gave an eloquent talk on the status of 
the Jewish experiment in the Holy 
Land. He replied to what he termed 
“loose criticism” of the progress of the 
work. The industrial crisis has passed, 
he sald, and today there is not a single 
man out of work in Palestine. More 
men are being employed and more land 
is being tilled than ever. The recent 
industrial depression he blamed on the 
“stampede of immigration” from east- 
ern Europe on a tiny country that was 
not prepared to receive the hordes clam- 
oring for admittance. 

The peaceful rehabilitation of Pales- 
tine is belng accomplished, he declared, 
without the help of a single British 
soldier and without the firing of a gun. 
It is safer to travel in Palestine today 
than in Chicago, he added. 

William Hard, political writer, who 
preceeded Dr. Weizmann, spoke on 
“The American view of Palestine” and 
paid high tribute to the distinguished 
guest as a diplomat and statesman. 
He said that the contribution of the 
Jews to the world will be _ greater 
through a restored Israel] than other- 
wise, and that the Jewish Homeland 
movement will accclerate the political 
assimilation of the Jews in American 
national life.

Mediation by Washington in 
Chinese-Japanese Clash 
Looms as Probable.

Action by American Govern- 
ment Possible, Despite 
League Affiliations.

The United States Government, in- 
stead of the League of Nations, may be 
asked to assume the responsibility of 
‘preserving peace in the Far East, now 
}admittedly threatened by the warlike 
jactivities of the Nationalist government 
in China and the government of Japan. 
Latest reports reaching here through 
}ciplomatic channels. indicate that the 
) warring northern and southern factions 


in China are uniting against the Japan- 

lese military forces being concetrated in 
iShantung, and far-reaching serious 
consequences are anticipated unless 
jsome effective peace machinery is set in 
mnotion. 

Responsible officials 
jChina are reported to be ‘showing 
marked coolheadedness and a mutual 
jspirit of conciliation in the face of the 
increasing gravity of the situation, but 
unless steps are speedily taken to check 
the crisis and substitute mediation for 
the continued fighting at Tsinan, it ts 
\felt that hostilities tantamount to war 
between China and Japan will inevi- 
Itably result. At present Chang Tso 
Lin’s northern airplanes are reported 
cooperating with the southern National- 
jist troops still at grips with’the Japan- 
ese forces, and it is further reported 
that the fighting between the Chinese 
and Japanese has been resumed. 


Envoy Talks With Kellogg. 


‘4 Mr. Tsuneo Matsudaira, the Japanese 
"Ambassador, conferred with Secretary 
.of State Kellogg yesterday and described 
'the action being taken by Japan at 
\Tsinan and in Shantung province as 
entirely for the protection of Japanese 
nationals. The Chinese version does not 
attribute to the Japanese improper mo- 
tives, although reports are being widely 
circulated in China that the Japanese 
are taking military »~ossession of Shan- 
tung because Tokyo fears that an ulti- 
mate adjustment of differences between 
the northern and southern Chinese 
factions, which may follow the south- 
ern military operations, will mean re- 
fusal of China to recognize the 6so0- 
called 21 demands which Japan pre- 
sented to China in May, :915. 

The treaty embodying these dcmands 
relates to Japanese rights, inggrests and 
concessions in Shantung, and there is 
prevalent in China a view that the 
Japanese would be in a better position 
to have this treaty respected by a 
united China if Japanese military 
forces were actually in possession of 
strategic points in the Shantung 
province.

Hostilities at Tsinan. 


The immediate cause of the trouble 
at Tsinan, the capital of Shantung., is 
traceable to the desire of the Japanese 
to protect their nationals after the 
southern armies took possession of the 
‘city. Tsinan is a so-called “self-open 
port,” in the serse that there are no 
foreign concession\ there, but the 
Chinese authorities themselves have 
marked out a zone for the foreigners 
to live in. The Japanese protecting 
forces marked out a neutral zone after 
they arrived and the inception of the 
fighting occurred when Chinese soldiers 
,entered the zone and drew the fire of 
the Japanese troops. This started the 
actual fighting. 

Japanese and Chinese authorities are 
‘gaid to have cooperated without success 
jin attempts to stop the hostilities. 
‘Punitive measures by the Japanese, 
lguch as the seizing of the Chinese com- 
missioner of foreign affairs, who was 
shot, and further acts of violence, in 
jwhich both sides are accused of ‘being 
‘the aggressors, have combined to add 
'to the gravity of the situation. 


May Ask for Medlation. 


In order to nip in the bud the 
spreading warlike spirit, it is first 
‘hoped to provide a truce at Tsinan and 
ja cooling off period. Proposals have 
suggested by the Chinese chamber of 
lcommerce at Shanghai to invoke the 
good offices of the League of Nations, 
but a subsequent proposal, which has 
found support in Peking and in 
@manghai, is to ask for the mediation 
t+ the United States. The Chinese 
\foreign office will probably await in- 
dications from the State Department 
Ihere before formally making any over- 
jtures, and it is believed probable that 
the Japanese foreign office will allow 
ithe same course. 

All that the United States Govern- 
iment would be asked to do would he 

sanction the plan of direct negotia- 
tions between the Japanese and Chi- 
jnese authorities and appoint observers 
to report on the outcome of such ne- 
lgotiations. This was the procedure 
\followed by the United States in the 
settlement of the Shantung controversy 
Aibetween Japan and China at the Wash- 
ington conference in 1921-22. The plan 
was successful and the Shantung dif- 
ificulty was accordingly adjusted on a 
mutually satisfactory basis. 


Both Members of League. 


The League of Nations is theoretically 
bound, on paper at least, to prevent 
war between China and Japan, but it 
lis not generally felt that efforts by the 
jleague would produce actual results. 
‘Both China and Japan are members 
lof the league, and Article II of the 
jcovenant of the league provides as fol- 
lows: 

} “Any war or threat of war, whether 
immediately affecting any of the mem- 
bers of the league or not, is hereby de- 
\clared a matter of concern to the whole 
league, and the league shall take any 
action that may be deemed wise to 
safeguard the peace of nations.” 
| Article X forbids any nation to fail 
to respect the “territorial integrity and 
existing political independence” of an- 
other nation, and Article XV makes it 
pmandatory for disputes likely to lead 
to a rupture to be submitted to the 
heague council for full investigation, 
cc., and acts of hostility are theoreti- 
ally barred in the interim. But in

nese became an actuality at Tsinan to- 
day, with the prospect that it will 
reach a large scale, especially since the 
Japanese concentration aims at the 
destruction of the forces holding the 
railway before reinforcements arrive, 

Japan is rushing troops, but the im- 
pression is that the anti-Japanese senr 
timent in China will require a major 
operation equalling that against Rus- 
sia. 


Tsinan Fighting Heavy. 


The fighting at Tsinan was heavy 
all day today following serious clashes 
last evening. This morning the Na- 
tionalists demanded the Japanese 
evacuate the Shantung railway zone, 
while at the same time the Japanese 
demanded that the Chinese withdraw 
to seven miles on either side of the 
railway, for its entire length. 

The Chinese immediately refused, at 
the same time taking the offensive. 
Thereupon the Japanese decided to take 
active measures, launching an attack 
on the Southerners in the area around 
the foreign settlement. A portion of 
the Thirteenth Regiment, reconnoiter- 
ing along the railway was heavily at- 
tacked and seriously shattered. 

Serious fighting then began, wherever 
the Japanese were stationed. Details 
are not available owing to the limita- 
tions of the field wireless. The South- 
erners are attacking the railway from 
both sides, with action on a large scale, 
and the casualties undoubtedly are 
heavy. It is intimated that the Japa- 
nese parliament immediately will be 
reconvened to authorize a general sum- 
moning of reservists. 


Chinese Forces Routed. 


Shanghai, May 8.—A late report from 
Tsingtao states the Japanese forces 
have completely routed the Chinese 
forces at Tsinan after blowing up the 
powder magazine, as a result of which 
the Japanese now have the sitiation 
completely in hand. Japanese troops 
control the railway station, telephone 
exchange and other essential utilities, 
and the Japanese have ordered the 
evacuation of the entire Chinese popu- 
lation within the Japanese occupied 
zone and for a considerable distance in 
the vicinity. Japan is rushing in ad- 
ditional troops, and it is believed the 
anti-Japanese sentiment in China will 
require a major operation equaling that 
against Russia. 

Explaining the situation, the Jap- 
anese state their action was necessary 
owing to the continued looting and 
sniping by Chinese troops, together 
with the continuance of Nationalist 
propaganda, denouncing Japanese “im- 
perialism.”

The 
train, however, has not yet returned 
to Tsingtao. 

It is also reported that there is con- 
siderable fighting between the Sino- 
Japanese troops along the line, due to 
the repeated cutting of the railway by 
the Chinese. One Japanese contingent 
dispatched to Tsinan was forced to re- 


tacks. 
Southern Chiefs Retire. 


Kai-Shek, the southern commanders. 
returning to his headquarters in Honan 
and Gen Chiang establishing headquar- 
ters at Taianfu, which is about 40 
miles south of Tsinan and well outside 
| the zone of Japanese military activities. 

As a result of the clashes between the 
, Sino-Japanese troops the Japanese 
cabinet announced that it is dispatch- 
jing 18,000 men to Shantung immedi- 
ately. The Japanese force at Tsinar. now 
is 5,000 and is being rapidly increased. 

Fighting broke out again at 5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon as a result of the 
refusal or inability of the Chinese Na- 
tionalist troops to comply with the Jap- 
anese ultimatum requiring their with- 
drawal to a point 7 miles from the Jap- 
anese defense lines within the com- 
mercial section of the city. 

Detatis regarding the terms pertain- 
ing to the Sino-Japanese understand- 
ing are alleged to have been signed on 
May 5, whereby Gen. Chiang Kalti-Shek, 
the Chinese Nationalist generalissimo, 
agreed to withdraw his troops, but Jap- 
anese reports here this afternoon state 
the time limit expired at 4 o’clogk yes- 
terday afternoon and since some Na- 
tionalist troops were still within the 
area, the Japanese launched an attack, 
using field guns upon the native walled 
city, after previously warning the 
Chines? population to evacuate. 


Furious Fight Goes On. 


Japanese reports state that furious 
fighting still is continuing, but details 
regarding the casualties are not avail- 
abie.

What Japan Demands, 


The Chinese just have made public 
the text of the ultimatum which the 
Japanese general, Fukuda, handed to 
the Nationalist forces yesterday morn- 
ing, after the fallure to comply with 
which the Japanese launched an attacx 
upon the Nationalist troops, resulting 
in the complete defeat and evacuation 
of the Nationalists from the Tsinan 
area in great disorder. The Japanese 
ultimatum .was as follows:

Council Must Be Called. 


The edicts of the league would only 
have force, it is realized, if the league 
members were ready to compel respect 
for the cdvenant and nations compris- 
ing the league have so far shown no 
disposition to give force to the cove- 
nant’s provisions. Besides, it is pointed 
out, the situation-in China is complli- 
cated by special circumstances which 
can réadily be used as a reason for 
ignoring the league covenant.

The dispatching of a telegram to the 
League of Nations at Geneva demand- 
ing an international inquiry into the 
circumstances of the so-called Japanese 
atrocities in Shantung constitutes the 
first gun in China’s campaign against 
Jepan as a result of the Sino-Japanese 
clash. The telegram to the league sug- 
gests an investigation by an interna- 
tional commission, including American 
or British representation. 

At a mass meeting of the town of 
Wuhu, Anhwel Province, a resolution 
was adopted demanding the declaration 
of war against Japan.

MAN SOUGHT AS MAIL 
BANDIT FOUND SLAIN | 


Jackson Is Discovered in Chi- 
cago Side Alley, Shot 
to Death. 


Chicago, May 8 (A.P.).—State and 
Federal authorities who spent three 
months searching jor William Jackson. 
28. wanted for participation in the 
$133,000 Evergreen®Park train robbery 
last February, found him today—shot 
to death beside his automobile in a 
South Side alley. 

The police immediately started to 
work on a theory that Jackson was 
slain by his gangsters because he tried 
to get away with most of the loot of 
the Grand Trunk robbery, only about 
one-third of which has been recovered. 

Three men already are under arrest 
charged with participation in the rob- 
bery. Jackson and one other, Virgil 
Litsinger, have been sought. About 
$47,000 of the loot was recovered, part 
of it in the home of one of the men 
arrested. The money stolen was part 
of a shipment from a Chicago bank to

Bruce, in Reply, Intimates 
Wind of Alabaman Has 
Become “Distempered.” 

GOV. SMITH IS CENTER 

OF EMBITTERED STORM 
Good as Nominated Already, 
Maryland Member Asserts, 
Calling Him Genius. 


(Associated Press.) 

The candidacy of Gov Smith of New 
York for the Democratic nomination 
engaged the Senate for three hours 
yesterday while Heflin, of Alabama, and 
Bruce, of Maryland, both Democrats, in 
turn condemned and defendecad with 
equal ardor the governor's fitness for 
the Presidency. 

Heflin renewed his charge that Smith 
was “head of the Roman Catholic po- 
litical machine,” expressed doubt that 
he could discuss national issues and 
cileclared that he would never win the 
nomihation. 


Bruce maintained that Smith's reli- 


gion had no relation to his candidacy, | 
praised his “integrity and administra- | 


tive genius,” and said taat he was “al- 
ready as good as nominated.” 

The debate, which became acrimo- 
nious at various stages, followed a pro- 
tracted speech by the Alabaman in 
Which he frequently assailed Bruce. 

This was in connection with the 
Marylander’s previous objection to con- 
sideration of two Heflin resolutions, one 
to forbid the Agriculture Department to 
issue cotton price predictions, and an- 
other to discontinue the traditional 
Navy practice of flying a chaplain’s 
pennant above the American flag on 
Sundays to announce church services. 


Debate Becomes Bitter. 


“Y think I know where some of these 
objections to my bills come from,” said 
Heflin. “There are Jesuits who sit in 


these galleries and who can control ob- | 


jections made on this floor.” 

Bruce denied that any outsider had 
directed his action, saying he had 
wanted postponement of consideration 
of the cotton bill so that he might 
study it. 

Taking notice of his arraignment by 
the Alabaman, Bruce said he thought 
it was a result “of his distempered, and, 
I am almost beginning to believe, de- 
ranged intellect.” 

The Marylander shouted that Heflin 
had a “natural instinct for scurrility” 
and had knowledge of no cross except 
the “fiery cross of the Ku Klux Klan.” 


Recalls Roosevelt Prediction. 


Heflin charged that large amounts of 
money were being spent on Gov 
Smith’s behalf in the preconvention 
campaigns, and warned against allow- 
ing @ Roman Catholic to sit in the 
White House.

Senate Republicans successfully de- 

fended their $200,000,000 tax reduction 

if plan yesterday against the opening at- 
tack of Democrats for larger reductions 
in line with their $325,000,000 pro- 
gram. 

On almost straight party divisions, 
the Republicans restored the 10 per 
cent club dues tax to the revenue bill, 
which the House had voted to cut in 
half, and which the Democrats sought 
first to cut in half and then to repeal, 
On another party line-up the proposal 
of Democrats to repeal the 10 per cent 
admission tax was rejected in favor of 
the Republican plan to increase the ex- 
e€mption from the tax from 75 cents ad- 
mission to those of $3 and less. 

The Republican victories, which were 
regarded as test votes on the Repub- 
lican $200,000,000 plan and the Demo- 
cratic $525,000,000 program, came soon 
after it was learned that President 
Coolidge believes that unless Congress 
slows up on its appropriations, an in- 
crease rather than a reduction In taxes 
will be necessary.

For the second time since he has 
been in office Vice President Dawes 
yesterday had opportunity to cast a 
vote to break a tie in the Senate and 
it caused him almost as much concern 
as the first occasion, when he was ab- 
sent and unable to vote. 

‘Yesterday Mr. Dawes was present 
but did not vote and because of that 
neglect he and the Senate got snarled 
in a parliamentary tangle which was 
unknotted only after a second vote was 
taken and the tie broken. 

The first occasion of a tie vote facing 
Mr. Dawes was on the roll call for 
confirmation of Charles Beecher War- 
rent, of Detroit, to be Attorney Gen- 
eral. The Vice President hastened in a 
taxicab from his hotel in an effort to 
break this tie, but he was too late and 
Mr. Warren failed of confirmation. 

A vote of 40 to 40 on almost straight 
party divisions resulted yesterday on 
the attempt of Democrats to repeal the 
1C per cent admission tax. Mr. Dawes 
announced the vote and declared the 
amendment lost. 

The Senate took up oather amend-

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SINCLAIR OIL CONTEMPT 
GASE ARGUMENTS ENDED 


Appeal From Jail Sentence Is 
Presented to Court by 
Opposing Lawyers. 


BENCH QUESTIONS ROVER 


(Associated Press.) 

Argument on the appeal of Harry F. 
Sinclair from his conviction for refus- 
ing to answer questions asked by the 
Senate Teapot Dome committee was 
concluded before the District of Colum- 
bia Court of Appeals yesterday with a 
claim by Sinclair's counsel that the 
questions were asked in an effort to 
aid Government counsel in lawsuits 
and not to aid in preparing legislation. 

Sinclair was sentenced to serve three 
months in jail and pay a $500 fine for 
refusing to answer four questions asked 
by the committee in March, 1924. 

Leo A. Rover, district attorney, for 
the Government, contended that the 
questions were pertinent to the inquiry 
conducted by the committee that Sin- 
clair was legally summoned and duly 
sworn on December 4, 1923. Rover was 
interrupted several times by Justices 
Hatfield and Van Orsdel. 


Once referring to the question of 
when and where Sinclair had met Al- 
bert B. Fall, Justice Hatfleld inquired: 

“If it had been brought-out that they 
talked about bonds how would that 
have helped in determining legisla- 
tion?” 

The court showed similar interest in 
the purpose of other questions. 

Rover replied that the answer to the 
questions woulds+ enable Congress to 
better provide protection for its rights 
in the public land.

FRAUD CASES DETAILED — 
AT VARE FUND HEARING 


Former District Attorney of 
Philadelphia Tells of 
Prosecutions. 


CRIMINALS AIDED, CLAIM 


(Associated Press.) 


Testifying before the Senate “slush 
fund” committee, Charles E. Fox, for- 
mer district attorney for Philadelphia, 
charged yesterday that Republican 
politicians of that city had often aid- 
ed criminals in contesting prosecu- 
tion. 

Fox detailed fraud cases which fol- 
lowed the November, 1926, election, 
and named William 8S. Vare—elected 
to the Senate at that time—as head 
of the Republicar organization which, 
he said, had interceded on behalf of 
many who had faced charges and had 
on other occasions retained counsel 
for law breakers. 


Cross-examined by Edward Kelly, 
counsel for Vare, Fox raid he had no 
direct knowledge of the Republican 
organization and that he had run for 
office on a ticket opposed to it. 

Called at this time because of a 
pending visit to Europe, Fox said that 
1925 and 1926 had seen more convic- 
tions because of election frauds than 
had the previous fourteen years. 

These grew out of the Vare 
tion, he said, now being contested by 
William B. Wilson. Another Senate 
committee is conductin’ a recount of 
the ballots in that election Wilson 
was present at the hearing yesterday.

MODERNIST “ART.” 


It has become increasingly difficult for a 
patron of the arts to be sure of his ground. 
Futurists, cubists and modernists struggle to 
attract the eye of a world which has become 
slightly astigmatic in an effort to gather in 
what the distiples of these various schools have 
offered. The number of those who have re- 
fused to be bound by the existing forms has 
become so great that it is small wonder the 
layman has often believed himself at fault, and 
returned again and again to the study of 
present day conceptions of art with a determi- 
nation to master its intricacies. 

It is possible, however, to take some comfort 
from the occasional plight of those who protess 
to have mastered the details of what comes 
now from the brush. An exhibition of modern- 
ist paintings in New York recently resulted in 
the most profuse praise for the examples that 
were hung. General and particular praise was 
bestowed upon one abstraction entitled “Egg 
Beater No. 4.” Many of those who attended 
the exhibition considered it one of the most 


_impressive canvases of the many that were on 


the walls. All went wel] until the artist who 
had designed the masterpiece entered one day 
with another one of his creations and suggested 
that it be substituted. Pressed for his 
reason, he explained that the original had been 
painted to be hung the long way, and the 
committee in charge of the show had hung it 
upright. The disclosure caused some con- 
Sternation, but the artist finally agreed with 
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those in charge of the exhibit that it looked 
so nice the way it was that it was best to leave 
it alone. 

If the enthusiastic admirers of the modern 
school can not tell which side of a work of art 
goes uppermost, and after having made the 
discovery decide that it makes so little diffar- 
ence that it nged not be changed, the public 
need not feel so badly about its lack of under- 
standing, for the modernists agree for once 
with those who have as yet failed to compre- 
hend what these new disciples of the brush are 
trying to do. 


CHICAGO UNDER INDICTMENT.

FEDERAL PAY INCREASE, 


The important consideration, that the 
Welch bitl has been passed by the House, is to 
obtain action upon it in the Senate. That 
body is known to favor increased pay for Fed- 
eral workers, and there is little doubt that the 
Welch bill will become law before adjourn- 
ment. -It is also important that this measure, 
passed as affording ‘“‘temporary relief,’ be 
kept before the public and Congress as a tem- 
porary piece of legislation. The time has ar- 
rived when a thorough investigation and ad- 
justment of the entire Federal pay scale is 
needed, and the Welch bill must not be per- 
mitted to stand in the way of such an adjust- 
ment, 

As affording temporary relief the Welch bill 
accomplishes little enough. It distributes only 
$18,000,000 among some 135,000 Federal em- 
ployes resident here and elsewhere, and in!’ 
some cases the increases provided for amount 
to as little as $5 a month. Yet there was no 
hope that more liberal legislation could have 
been obtained at this session, and it was gen- 
erally recognized that inadequate relief was 
better than no relief at all. 

The word “temporary” in Washington 
means “‘many years.” The Government hotels 
were temporary structures erected during a 
war emergency, and they still stand. The 
Welch bill, however, should be temporary in 
fact. Fortunately it provides for the collec- 
tion of data for presentation to Congress with 
a view to maintaining Government salary 
rates on a parity with those obtaining in out- 
side employment. The Welch bill will serve 
to tide over Government workers until the 
comprehensive survéy can be completed upon 
which the entire Federal pay structure can be 
rebuilt upon a sound, scientific basis. It rep- 
resents no victory for the Government clerk, 
but marks the inception of a movement that 
must. be carried through to its conclusion be- 
fore the employes of the biggest business in 
the world will receive their just compensa- 
tion.

A SCHOOL FOR JUDGES. 

Kentucky is to hold a school for 
judges once . year, observes the India- 
napolis News. All the circuit jurists 
are to meet annually with the Court 
of Appeals at Frankfort, the State 
capital. in these conferences there is 
to be a discussion of mistakes in con- 
ducting trials that, when decisions are 
appealed, often result in a reversal of 
lower court verdicts. The circuit 
judges are to receive #600, in addition 
to their per diem expenses, for the 
meeting. Those who. now receive the 
constitutional salary limit, however, 
are not to have the extra allowance. 

The legislkture that only recently 
adjourned, passed the judicial council 
law in the beliet that it would not only 
improve court procedure, but that, by 
bringing about a decrease in the 
number of reversals on appeal, it would 
seve more money to the State than the 
annual conferences will cost. The test 
Will be interesting and, pending devel- 
opments, would seem to contain con- 
structive possibilities. That there often 
is a wide v riance in rulings as to 
what constitutes the fundamentals ot 
the law ic noted everywhere. Reversals 
and retrials are more numerous than 
they could be. 

Something, surely, is to be said fon 
the school-for-judges idea. The method 
to be followed in Kentucky may be 
found defective, but it, nevertheless, 
represents an approach to the solution 
of a problem in the administration of 
justice. A prerequisite to fewer mis- 
takes in judicial opinions on legal 
technicalities is that more lower court 
judges and, unfortunately, a good 


many higher court jurists as well 
know what has been approved as valid 
and fair in the shaping of democratic 
institutions. As it is there are re- 
peated instances of wabbling and 
vacillation.

The mudboat in its day was a real 
institution and ‘here was seasonal 
emergencies when it figured quite 
prominently in the rescue role, carry- 
ing succor to isolated homes which 
could only be reached otherwise by 
“cooning” fenccs or cutting across fields 
on foot. There should be«a Hoosier 
mudboat in the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion along with the first Wright air- 
plane and “Lindys”.own “Spirit.”

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BUILDERS TAKE STEPS 
TO ELIMINATE WASTE 


Loss of $1,000,000,000 Seen 
This Year Unless Change 
Is Made in Bidding. 


STATE BOARDS PLANNED 


Acting upon evidence that gross 
wastes are threatened in expenditure of 
approximately $8,000,000,000 for con- 
struction work of all types in the 
United States this year, leading bulld- 
ers and representatives of other ele- 
ments of the construction industry yes- 
terday undertook radical changes in 
their current business practices. They 
are meeting here this week in a confer- 
ence at the Hotel Washington, under 
the auspices of the Associated General 
Contractors of America. 


Officials of surety companies, general 
contractors, material dealers and sub- 
contractors declared current practices 
are inviting defaulted contracts, delays 
in completion of projects and poor 
workmanship. 

Constructors of buildings formed a 
standing committee representing gen- 
eral contractors and specialists who 
handle plumbing, electrical work, heat- 
ing-plant installation, roofing, stone- 
work and other similar activities. This 
committee tomorrow is to submit def- 
inite proposals for forestalling losses. 

“The construction industry is using 
a ruinous credit system, without paral- 
lel in any other line of the Nation's 
business,” declared George B. Wal- 
bridge, chairman of the committee 
handling the preliminary work. “Every 
purchaser of the services of the con- 
struction industry feels the effects of 
this condition,” he continued, in ad- 
dressing the divisional meeting over 
which he presided. 

Remedial measures proposed for 
eliminating wastes and defaulted con- 
tracts in the field of public works and 
highway construction centered in ef- 
forts to prevent inexperienced and in- 
competent bidding. 

Methods by which public officials 
might be acquainted with the financial 
and technical standings of bidders on 
jobs under their administration was 
urged in a resolution adopted just be- 
fore the closing of the session. 

Establishment in each State of 4 
board to ascertain the abilities of bid- 
ders seeking to handle highway and 
public works construction was directed 
by the conference’s engineering con- 
struction division. 

Under thte adopted plan the board 
in each State will be composed of the 
State highway engineer, a representa- 
tive to be chosen by the surety com- 
panies and the executive secretary of 
the local unit of the contractors’ na- 
tional organization. 

The conference will meet in general 
sessions today to pass finally upon the 
new plans. 


Finlen Wins Debate 


Prize at Georgetown 


James Thomas Finlen, defending the 
affirmative of the question: Resolved, 
That the United States should refuse 
military protection to American private 
interests abroad, was adjudged the win- 
ner of the final prize debate at George- 
town University Law School last eve- 
ning, thus becoming champion of the 
school.

The first award 
for individual honors carries a prize of 
$50. The board of judges consisted of 
Sylvester J. Aquino, Carlton G. Schen- 
ken and Martin F. O’Donoghue, all 
alumni of the law school,

We are here con- 
cerned in pointing out to business men 
everywhere that this principle is in far 
less danger from the propaganda of 
radical agitators than from the mem- 
bers of the business profession who 
are faithless in their obligations, who 
break down public confidence and who 
provoke Governmept regulation.” 

Following the keynote addresses on 
“teamwork” between business, labor, 
government and agriculture, the dele- 
gates launched into their three-day 
session with discussions of transporta- 
tion, foreign trade, power, business 
methods and other economic problems. 

The appearance of the cartel upon 
the trade horizon was given special sig- 
nificance by Dr. Julius Klein, director 
ot the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce of the Department of Com- 
merce, who spoke at one of the group 
meetings.

Klein said.

“It. happens just now,” Mr. Pack sald, 
“that there are pending in Congress a 
number of measures which would put 
government into the electric light and 
power business. We appreciate that It 
is our chestnuts which are in the fire. 
It is our industry which is immediately 
threatened and we are doing the best 
we can to keep the Government out 
of this business, because we consider 
it the legitimate business of private 
enterprise.” 

A demand for adherence to a unl- 
form national power policy, as em- 
bodied in the Federal water power act 
of 1920, was made by Matthew 5S. Sloan, 
president of the Brooklyn Edison Co., 
who presided over the natural resources 
group session.

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Making a Blouse for Spring 
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EAR VOGUE: I seldom cut out 
D any garment, though I am good 
at sewing and finishing. 1 would 
like to make a putty colored crepe de 
chine blouse, however, and I would ap- 
preciate advice about cutting it. I pre- 
fer a sleeve cut in one piece with the 
blouse. J. N, 
Dear J. N.: The first thing to do, after 
choosing a pattern, is to make sure that 
you understand the design. Often, there 
are alternate necklines, collars or trim- 
mings, which mean thet some of the 
pieces may be laid aside For instance, 
the design shown in the sketch may be 
made with three little tabs at the front, 
as an alternate. If you do not wish 
these, simply discard the extra pleces. 
The chart shows how simple to cut 


the blouse is. The front, the eleeves 
and the back yoke are all cut in one 
piece on the cross of the goods, so that 
there is no piecing. It is very important 
to work on a fiat cutting surface, solid 
and large, so that no fabric hangs over 
the edge. Crepe de chine 1s given to 
Slipipng about, and you should use 
ptenty of pins in placing the pattern 
Cut with the shears sliding along the 
table, lifting the fabric as little as pos- 
sible. As you are good at finishing, you 


probably know how important it is not | 


to stretch the fabric on curved or bias 
edges. Baste the center-back seam of 
the yoke immediately sfter cutting and

On the other hand, in these days of 
light No Trumpers, it is not impossible 
that Second Hand has a suit of such 
length and strength that a bid, espe- 
clally if it be a Major, may mean game 
if partner can take a couple of tricks. 
So when a probability of game looms 
up, Second Hand should bid or per- 
haps double informatorily; there are 
many hands which have strength 
enough for a bid but not enough for a 
double, and others which have streneth 
enough for a double but not length 
enough for a bid.

>» In Brookland. 


BUILDING IS DESIGNED 
TO CARE FOR 40 PUPILS 


Metal Box Containing Data 
on Founding Sealed 
at Exercises. 


Standing in a drizzling rain, in a 
Spot described by him as “one of the 
most remote and forsaken” in Wash- 


ington, the Right Rev. Bishop Thomas 
J. Shahan, retiring rector of the Catho- 
Me University, yesterday, in the vest- 
ments of his office, laid the corner 
stone of the St. Gertrude’s School of 
Arts and Crafts for Backward Chil- 
dren, on an isolated 16-acre farm off 
Bunker Hill, Brookland. 

Attended by the Rev. Thomas Verner 
Moore, supervisor of the school, Mother 
Superior Olivia and Benedictine Sisters 
of the faculty, the Benedictine Fathers 
of Brookland, the white veiled and 
wreathed girls of the school, and of- 
ficers of St. Gertrude’s Guild, which is 
sponsoring the new school, Bishop Sha- 
han laid the corner stone and invoked 
the blessings of the church upon the 
undertaking which he said was a new 
charitable duty made necessary by the 
complexities of present day living. 


Box Placed in Stone. 


In a metal box placed in the stone 
were lists of the pioneer and present 
day members of the St. Gertrude’s 
Guild, minutes of the meetings which 
founded the school, photographs of the 
original humble building in which it 
was founded, a program of the corner 
stone laying ceremonies, and several 
lectures on psychology by Father 
Moore. 

The aim of the school is to educate 
and stabilize the emotional life of girls 
between the ages of 7 aid 12, who pre- 
sent difficult educational problems, 
through the soothing influence of the 
school’s religious regime, the intellec- 
tual appeal of its special methods of 
instruction and invigorating activities 
in healthy country surroundings. 

Father Moore has had a wide experi- 
ence in psychology and medicine, hav- 
ing studied at Catholic University, 
Leipzig, Munich, Georgetown and Johns 
Hopkins University, where he received 
his degree in medicine in 1915. For 
some time he has been in charge of the 
clinic for backward children at Provi- 
dence Hospital, and for over a year has 
been conducting the St. Gertrude’s 
School in a little borrowed cottage in 
Brookland. 


Will Accommodate 40. 


The new school is designed to accom- 
modate 40 students, as compared with 
the 14 now enrolled, and applications 
for admission have been received from 
all over the United States.

NEW CONDEMNATION PLAN 
ATTACKED BY WITNESOE 


Alexander Wolff Opposes the 
Clause to Give Government 
Immediate Possession. 


COL. GRANT FAVORS BILL 


Authorization for immediate posses- 
sion by the Government of property 
involved in condemnation proceedings 
was the main objection of witnesses 
who appeared before the Senate Dis- 
trict committee hearing yesterday on 
a bill to provide for acquisition of 
lands in the District by the Federal 
Government. 

Alexander Wolff, of the Board of 
Trade, declared that while he could 
understand the benefit to the Govern- 
ment involved in immediate possession 
he considered it unwise to permit the 
destruction of buildings on the prop- 
erty before the proceedings could be 
completed as this would tend to de- 
stroy the physical evidence of value. 
He also declared against possession of 
the property immediately on the 
ground that it would work an injus- 
tice to the business man. 

Miss Maud Younger, of the National 
Woman's Party, also spoke against im- 
mediate possession. She declared that 
the Government would have no reason 
for expediting the cases if it had im- 
mediate possession and that dragging 
the cases through years of litigation 
would work great injustice to the 
property holder. 

Col. U. S. Grant 3d spoke in favor 
of the bill. He pointed out that in 
three cases of recent date the Govern- 
ment had been forced to abandon 
projects because the property owner 
had either enhanced value or spoiled 
the property for the purpose desired 
while the case was in litigation. 

Mrs. Frank Noyes, representing the 
Garden Clubs of America, declared the 
6000 men and women throughout the 
States who belong to her organization 
are anxious for the passage of the bill 
C H. Galliher, 1010 Vermont avenue 
northwest, and Jeremiah O'Connor, 147 
A street northeast, property owners, 
opposed the bill.

Against Installation of Sig- 
nals Ignored in Action. 


ISSUE NOW EXPECTED 
TO BRING COURT FIGHT 


Held to Be Violation of Rights 
Conferred in Charter 
Voted by Congress. 


The issue of whether electric traf- 
fic signals shall be installed along 
street car lines was definitely raised 
yesterday when the commissioners, on 
recommendation of Traffic Director 
William H. Harland, ordered signals 
placed on Seventh street northwest 


from D street to Massachusetts avenue, 
which will regulate the operation there 
of the Capital Traction Co. cars and on 
G street northwest between Sixth and 
Fourteenth streets, which will regulate 
the cars of the Washington Railway & 
Electric Co. 

This raises at once the question that 
has been at issue between the car 
companies and the traffic director's of- 
fice since the establishment of the lat- 
ter. The street car companies have 
announced in the past that they would 
not submit to traffic signals along 
their rights of way, but would resort 
to the courts if necessary to protect 
the right of way they say is theirs by 


act of Congress wherever they have 


street cars. 

These two series of signals were 
added to a number of street interseC- 
tions at which it was proposed to lo- 
cate traffic lights, as a result of criti- 
cism by members of Congress because 
no signals were to be placed in the 
downtown district.
